Congressional and Intergovernmental:

Rep. Kevin McCarthy (R-CA-23): Brent Maier coordinated and participated in a call today along with Water Division’s
Mike Montgomery and David Albright with Legislative Director Kyle Lombardi to provide a status update on pending
aquifer exemption packages in California. OPA’s Kelly Zito also joined this discussion. (WTR)

Sen. Dianne Feinstein (D-CA) and Sen. Kamala Harris (D-CA): Brent Maier received a request from John Murray in
the Senator’s San Francisco office for a call today to discuss the recent finding by CDPH of some radiological
contamination at Parcel A at the Hunters Point Superfund Site.
